one may be assured of healthy plants, few flowers can challenge its popularity. Twenty years ago 
however, Aster Wilt, one of the primary Aster diseases, became so widespread as to threaten ihe very 
existence of the Aster family itself, and nullify the patient work that produced the many beautiful varieties 
seen today. How this disease was mastered, and how the Aster was returned to its preeminent place in 
home and commercial growing makes a fascinating story: 

To begin with: Wilt is caused by the fungus Fusarium conglutinans var. Callistephi, which lives in the 
soil. It may be spread by tools, water, Aster seed—anything that comes in contact with a diseased plant, 
and it persists almost indefinitely. It may be avoided if the grower plants land which has never grown 
Asters before, but this course is usually impractical. There is at present no known drug or chemical which 
will destroy the fungus. How, then, is Aster wilt conquered? 

The process developed by Bodger Seeds Ltd. in the pioneer work which established the firm as the 
largest successful growers of Aster seed in the world is relatively simple: Much like vaccination among 
human beings, it consists of exposing test plants to a case of Aster wilt. The plants which develop anti- 
toxins, or resistance, survive, and supply seed for the next generation of test plants. The number of wilted 
plants is of little importance provided ihat strong wilt resistance is obtained, and so the test plants get 
an extremely heavy dose of fungus in the Pest House, a twenty-acre farm in charge of Bodger experts, 
devoted solely to wilt research work, and expressly infected with as much wilt as possible. 

The tendency to wilt-resistance can be inherited, and the Aster plants grown from the seed produced 
the previous year are quite resistant—but the process does not stop there. These descendants of the first 
test plants are again grown in the Pest House, so that only those lines which have a strong tendency 
to wilt-resistance may survive to give seed for bulk plantings. By means of this technique—the survival 
of the fittest—Bodger’s original strains of wilt-resistant Asters were developed. 

It must be borne in mind that in all cases it is resistance, not immunity, which is developed. The 
tendency toward resistance is an inherited characteristic which will ‘‘breed out’ in several generations 


if the plants are not ‘‘vaccinated,’’ or put through the Pest House cycle again within a reasonable time. 


Again, the Fusarium is quite unstable, mutating to produce fungus which will overcome the resistance 





developed against the original strain. For this reason, all Bodger wilt-resistant varieties are continually 


being conditioned in the Pest House, and each year's stock seed comes directly from a two-generation 
exposure to wilt of a virulence not found in ordinary planting soil. Your Bodger Aster seed is just one 
generation away from the Pest House, and it is highly resistant. Even a few generations of increase in 
non- or lightly-infected soil will produce seed of decidedly less resistance. 

Resistance is an hereditary characteristic, and so are plant and flower types. As may be seen above, 
Bodger wilt-resistant Asters were developed from non-resistant, Commercial varieties, quite true to type— 
not as a result of cross breeding between commercial types and inferior, if resistant, strains. Bodger 
wilt-resistant Asters are identical with the regular commercial varieties except that they contain the 
additional factor of wilt-resistance. Because we take pride in maintaining this accuracy of type, some 


varieties of Asters are not at present offered as ‘‘wilt-resistant.’’ At the present stage of development, 
these strains cannot be made resistant without sacrificing essential qualities of type, and it is not recom- 
mended that they be used where considerable wilt has been observed. Developing wilt-resistant Asters 
is relatively easy, whereas combining resistance with the characteristics of well-established types is not. 
There will always be a variation in the tendency to resistance according to similarity to the most resistant 
type, so that resistance is always expressed as a percentage, a high value of which is required before 
a type can be classified as ‘‘wilt-resistant.”’ 

The war against wilt is a continual one, complicated by the varying character of the wilt strain and 
bad weather breaks which sometimes wipe out a long chain of selection work. Among commercial 
growers, Bodger Seeds Ltd. is the pioneer in wilt research, and the only firm actively carrying on a 
continual wilt workshop. Trained personnel with many years’ experience are your assurance that your 
Bodger wilt-resistant Aster seed is of high quality, true to type, and as wilt-resistant as we can make it. 
An extensive development program is devoted to new and exceptional varieties, all of which will be 
thoroughly tested for wilt-resistance before release. Because of Bodger’s program of research work, wilt 
no longer poses a problem to the careful grower who makes sure he has resistant stock. Aster culture 


is again a practical thing even in land heavily infested with wilt, and the Aster once more can claim the 


title of Queen of Garden Flowers.

Much has been said and written about the Mechanical 
Revolution in agriculture that took place during the War 
Years. With labor exceedingly hard to find, farmers all over 
the United States were challenged to replace men with 
machines—to invent or adapt machinery that would do many 
farm jobs that had always been assigned to hand labor. The 
food production figures for the War Years show how success- 
fully American farmers met that challenge. What many ob- 
servers outside of the Middle West did not realize, however, was that 
mechanization of farm operations in certain industries was proven long 
before the War. In the flower seed industry, for example, Bodger Seeds Ltd. 
had long been adapting standard machines to specialized uses, and thus 
had a backlog of experience on which to draw when developing radically 
new machines to do jobs previously practical only with hand labor. 

Preparation of the land is work admirably suited to the capabilities of 
machines of various kinds. Mechanization here dates to before World War I, 
at which time Bodger Seeds was already standardized on big Diesel tractors 
such as is shown pulling the gang plow in the picture above. Improvements 
in the design and flexibility of the smaller gasoline-powered tractor brought 
it into more and more preparation jobs so that at Bodger Seeds, plows, discs, 
scrapers, rollers, planters, cultivators, sprayers and so forth have long been machine-operated. Many of these machines had been 
built or rebuilt in Bodger shops, to suit the unique requirements of flower seed farming. 

When war came, Bodger Seeds put its experience and imagination to work developing new machines to meet new needs, 
which had extended to cover the production of vegetable seeds for war use. Harvesting was the big problem, because of the 
number of seed varieties grown, with their thousands of shapes, weights, seasons and methods of handling, and it was in harvest- 
ing that the most remarkable new designs were engineered just after war was declared: 

The ‘Galloping Goose”’ is the affectionate name for a basic new farm tool designed and built in its entirety in the Bodger 
shops. Essentially, it is a self-propelled cutter of unique design, built to cut and place on sheets a wide variety of crops, replacing 
old-fashioned hand sickle methods. It will also windrow crops on the ground if desired, and work at twice the speed of the usual 
crew of men. The secret of the Goose is in its ‘‘lumber carrier’’ construction: The power units and controls are mounted high in the 
air, allowing a clear working space below; because it is no wider than its sickle bar, it can ‘‘open up" a field without the usual 
hand-cut opening swath. The advantages are obvious: It does a better job of cutting, saving more seed, faster than hand labor. 
After the pilot model was proven, several more Geese were built, each one using improvements dictated by an ever-increasing 
experience. 

The Triangular Windrower is another machine of the same general type, but differing from the Galloping Goose in that it was 
designed and intended solely as a windrower, and does this specialized job with great efficiency. It carries a swiveled rear-wheel 
assembly so that it can work in tight spots, and because the engine is in the rear the operator has an unobstructed view of the 
work ahead. It also is self-propelled so that it need not require a tractor in the rush season, and is again no wider than its sickle 
bars, so that no hand-cut opening swath need be made.

The Self-propelled Harvester illustrates what is probably the most sensational advance made in farm machinery during the last 
six years. Introduced by a national manufacturer of farm machinery, it is the culmination of the slow evolution from the stationary 
type powered from a separate tractor, and through the self-powered, tractor-drawn units. Like a shortstop fielding a grounder on 
the baseball diamond, this machine picks up, threshes, and bags flower seed on the run, without halting its forward progress. 
Bodger production men bought one of these machines—originally grain harvesters—and redesigned it ,the first such adaption to be 
made anywhere in the industry. In a test, it exceeded the output of a stationary machine by more than five to one. Speed such as 
this is vital at harvest time, when thousands of acres are involved and the rainy season only a few weeks away. Bodger now has 

many such self-propelled harvesters—their speed an assurance against delay and 
heavy loss due to rain, with the resultant shortage of seed to the trade. 

The Landplane shines after harvest, when the land is being prepared for next 
year’s planting. The reasons for its development are peculiar to Far Western farming: 


In this region rain is not always enough, nor regular enough, to make maximum 
yields. Irrigation is the secret of the West's productivity, and scientific irrigation

Labor costs alone are now so high that a return to 

pre-war methods would mean a tremendous in- 

crease in flower seed prices. The “‘hold the line” 

price policy in effect since war's end underlines the decision 
of seed growers to continue with the equipment developed 
during the war: These techniques, developed to increase 
production for war, now keep prices from skyrocketing 
during the reconversion period. Bodger production men, 
with resourcefulness and foresight, are continuing the de- 
velopment of new methods, new machines, which improve 
the quality and dependability of the crop and keep produc- 
tion costs within bounds. Mass production has arrived in 
agriculture, and mechanization is here to stay.
